Navy Ends Jim Crow Seating In Sugar Bowl 

For the first time in the 19-year history of Dixie’s 
Sugar Bowl game, Negroes will be permitted to sit 
in the stands alongside whites as a result of Navy 
Secretary Charles Thomas’s decision to ignore the 
game’s Jim Crow ticket requirements. 

Following a protest by NAACP officials that the 
Navy accepted a batch of 13,000 game tickets, which 
were stamped “for-white-only” in violation of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s non-segregation order, Secretary 
Thomas announced that officials of the Naval Acad- 
emy would defy Dixie custom by honoring “all hold- 
ers of the game tickets.” The tickets issued by 
Sugar Bowl officials for the game, which pits Navy 
against Mississippi on New Year’s Day in New Or- 
leans, implied that Negro users would be subject to 
ejection. To enforce the official order, officials will 
man all gates to their sections of the stands. 

Praising the Navy stand, NAACP Washington 
Bureau director Clarence Mitchell, who protested 
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the “white-only” tickets and touched off a national 
furore, commented: 

“Apparently this means that the Navy will start the 
new year right by spurning segregation and upholding the 
dignity of man without regard to race. If this interpreta- 
tion is correct, no matter what the final score is, the Navy 
has already won the most important part of the game.” 

Earlier, Mitchell charged that if the Navy failed to act, 
“the shadow of Jim Crow will loom larger than the Amer- 
ican eagle when the midshipmen march on the field.” 
Previously, Sugar Bowl promoters reserved a 700-seat Jim 
Crow section for Negro patrons.

Jane Spaulding May Get Diplomatic Post 

Mrs. Jane Morrow Spaulding, the GOP’s top-flight Negro 
woman consultant, will be appointed to an important 
State Department post when she leaves her $10,000-a- 
year job as legislative analyst for the War Claims Com- 
mission, a Republican source disclosed in Washington. 
Mrs. Spaulding, prominent Charleston, W. Va., club- 
woman, was notified that she will be dismissed when the 
commission goes out of business next March. Previously, 
she was fired as an aide to Health and Welfare Secretary 
Oveta Culp Hobby, because of her refusal to support the 
department’s Jim Crow stand. Meanwhile, Vivian Carter 
Mason, president of the National Council of Negro Women 
urged the White House to keep Mrs. Spaulding in govern- 
ment service. 


30 Negro Officers Slated For Army Promotions 

An estimated 30 Negro Army field officers are being 
considered for promotions, a Pentagon source disclosed in 
Washington. Announcement of the promotions (all are 
majors or of higher rank) are expected early next year. 
It is the greatest number of Negroes slated for promotion 
at one time in military history. 
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Arkansas To Get Ist Negro Liquor Inspector 

The Arkansas Legislative Council, meeting in Little 
Rock, approved the hiring of the state’s Alcoholic Bever- 
age Control Board’s first Negro investigator, who will be 
assigned to track down Negro bootleggers. State officials 
said white inspectors have difficulty getting information 
from Negro beer and liquor dealers. The job will pay 
$3,000-a-year plus expenses. 


House Committee To Ask ‘Hate’ Group Prosecution 

Prosecution of the leaders of one national “hate” 
group and the investigation of activities of several others 
will be urged by the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, it was disclosed in Washington. In a report on a 
survey of U. S. “hate” groups, the committee staff recom- 
mends Federal action be taken against the white su- 
premacist National Renaissance Party of New York for 
“advocating the overthrow of the government.” It also 
urged a Federal probe of the anti-Negro publication, 
Common Sense, as a vehicle for the “exploitation of ig- 
norance, prejudice and fear.”

Refused Service In Oregon Hotel, Nigerian Gets $200 

In the first legal action under Oregon’s two-year-old 
civil rights law, a Nigerian exchange student, now at- 
tending Portland State College, was awarded $200 in an 
out-of-court settlement. Godfrey Ibom charged that he 
was denied service at the Athena Hotel restaurant be- 
cause he is a Negro. He said he will donate the money 
to some worthy cause. 


Atty. Carson Baker Slated For N. Y. Judgeship 
New York lawyer Carson D. Baker was slated to be 
named by Mayor Robert F. Wagner to a $15,000-a-year 
municipal court vacancy in early January. The vacancy, 
of one-year duration, was created when Judge Thomas 
Dickens was elected to a higher court in November.

7 Negroes Jailed For ‘Deserting’ Biased Ship 

Asserting that they would rather be “locked up than 
sail,” seven Negro seamen were arrested as deserters 
when they refused to board a British freighter at Van- 
couver, B. C., because of objections to racial persecu- 
tion. The freighter Harpalycus was held up two and 
a half hours for the seamen, who claimed the white 
crewmen mistreated them following a near-riot while the 
ship was in Japan. A Negro seaman said, “They stick 
together and they don’t like our faces.” A white seaman 
reported that the Negroes “wake us up in the middle of 
the night, singing, praying and burning incense.”

The Swedish government will establish a Swedish Ethi- 
opian Institute at Addis Ababa to teach building tech- 
nology and construction engineering to Ethiopians.

The 
school accommodates 150 students in a five-year program, 
is part of Sweden’s aid to underdeveloped countries.

Nearly a third of the ministers of 13,597 predominantly 
white churches believe that non-whites “prefer to attend 
a church with their own group,” according to a four-year 
survey conducted by the National Council of Churches. 
The survey, which included the United Lutheran Church 
in America, the Congregational Christian Churches and 
the Presbyterian Church in the USA, said many ministers 
feel non-whites get “little or no opportunity for leader- 
ship” in racially mixed churches.

Jimmy Slade, 166-pound light heavy- 
weight boxer, was charged with splitting 
the nose of, a 110-pound unemployed 
nurse, Miss Mary Pankey, in a New York 
tavern brawl.

Soldier Slain By Rival, Wife Waits To See Him Die 
Crawling on hands and knees along a country highway 
near Manchester, N. C., a 21-year-old paratrooper who 
refused to give his wife a divorce hailed two women 
motorists and gasped: “Get me to a hospital. A man and 
my wife shot me.” The soldier, Samuel Long, was shot 
three times by his wife’s lover, Edsel Heslip, dumped on 
the roadside, and the two were waiting for him to die 
when the motorists drove up. Long’s wife Dorothy, 19, 
and Heslip fled to Detroit. Long died in Ft. Bragg hospital. 








N. C. Man Hides Dead Woman In Box 5 Days 

A 42-year-old laborer told Gastonia, N. C., police 
that he hid a woman’s body in a closet of his Balti- 
more apartment for five days then put it in a box 
and covered it with ashes. Gastonia police quoted 
Fred Glenn as saying he had a fight with the un- 
identified woman, left her in his apartment when he 
went to work, and found her dead when he returned. 
The body was discovered by Baltimore police, after 
neighbors complained of an odor. 

















Fooled By Photo, Hubby Divorces 450-Pound Wife 

In Baltimore, Herbert Jackson, a 62-year-old steel 
worker, was granted a divorce from his wife, Bonnie, 54, 
after he testified he had been deceived during courtship 
by a youthful looking lonely hearts club photograph that 
advertised her as a five-foot-four, 118-pounder. Actually 
she was over six feet tall and weighed 450 pounds, Jack- 
son said, but he went through with the wedding. He 
knew he “was stuck bad” when his wife shot at him, 
scalded him and said he “didn’t appreciate a fat woman,” 
Jackson told the judge.

N. C. Lad, 12, Says Dad Killed Mother, Buried Her 

The six-month mysterious disappearance of Mrs. Edna 
Wood, 38, from her Elizabeth City, N. C., home was solved 
when police found her body in a shallow grave near a 
church. Her husband, John, 42, was arrested on a mur- 
der charge. Their son, William, 12, told police that on 
June 14 he and his sisters heard their parents quarreling 
and his mother scream. They found her lying dead on 
the floor in a pool of blood, their father nearby and a 
bloody ax on the floor.

Cleveland Attorney Guilty Of Bastardy Charge 

A young Cleveland attorney, James Edward Terry, who 
married one socialite while another was suing him for 
support of her child, was ruled father of the illegitimate 
child by an all-woman jury. Terry was charged with 
bastardy by Miss Jacqueline Perkins, a city recreation 
worker, who said Terry was father of a baby girl born 
to her in September, 1953. Last October, while the case 
was pending, Terry married Miss Elizabeth Marshall, a 
social worker. 
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“There are only two sound reasons for marriage,” a 
gray-haired dowager once advised her daughter, “love and 
money.” 

The daughter chose the first—and lived to regret it. 

Her marriage to a handsome young bon vivant lasted a 
painful five years. During that time, the once starry- 
eyed beauty came to know her husband as a philanderer, 
an inconsiderate lover, a poor bread-winner and, finally, 
a family disgrace who fell to alcoholism. 

By the time the young wife obtained a divorce, she 
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had learned much too late what more and more modern 
women are becoming increasingly aware of: that the 
pink cloud of love is too thin a foundation on which to 
build a life-time marriage. Indeed, many wives find that 
love soon becomes relegated to a minor position in the 
marital cycle, and for more than 300,000 of the million- 
odd Americans who marry each year, the rude awakening 
after the honeymoon is over leads to quick divorce. 

Thus, marriage today is more and more taking on the 
aura of a cold-blooded business arrangement. If the bride 
and groom have a genuine fondness for each other, so 
much the better, but it is a significant note that Dr. 
James F. Bender, director of the National Institute for 
Human Relations, does not mention love even once in 
his seven guideposts to a happy marriage. Instead, he 
directs attention to: 1) happy childhoods; 2) similar 
backgrounds; 3) long acquaintanceship; 4) prospective 
husband’s job adjustment; 5) financial agreement; 6) 
maturity; and 7) shunning elopement. 

Ignoring such a basic framework almost inevitably 
spells trouble, as it did for a pretty young Connecticut 
girl who, with her two sisters, once dazzled East Coast 
males with charm, grace and good looks. Coming from a 
prominent family, one of the sisters is now the wife of an 
internationally famous man, the second is happily mar- 
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ried to a respected Washingtonian, while the third, 
blinded by the stardust of a flaming romance, fell for 
a small time racketeer, and now lives miserably apart 
from the world in which she was reared and loved. 

To avoid such tragedies, marriage counselors caution 
young brides-to-be to take off their rose-colored glasses 
for a close-up of the man with whom they propose to 
spend the rest of their lives. Warns counselor Charles 
Curtis: “You must think about the man you might 
marry in terms of his yesterday, today, and tomorrow. 
What was he, what is he, what does he want to be?” 

Also of prime importance, says sociologist J. K. Hart, 
is the young woman’s diagnosis of her foremost inter- 
ests. “Decide what you are looking for,” says Dr. Hart, 
“station, wealth, security, progeny. One or several of 
these things should be most important to you.” 

For many women, the features or mentality of their 
children are foremost, hence dark women with uncomely 
hair have been known to seek out curly-haired men of 
light complexion, much the same as women with modest 
intelligence often hope to marry intellectuals in the hope 
of producing a mentally superior child. 
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Some Brides Select Mates By Skin Color 


Marital color-consciousness is perhaps most prevalent 
among the creamy-skinned Creole families of New Or- 
leans, where a young New Yorker’s account of her recent 
marriage was greeted with joyous approval by her hos- 
tesses until one of them asked: “What does your husband 
look like?” Sighed the happy bride, “Oh, he’s a couple 
of shades darker than I.” Gasped her hostess: “Geraldine! 
You didn’t marry a man 
darker than you!” 

Color, however, is not con- 
sidered either as sound or 
popular a basis for marriage 
as is security, and while no 
marital expert would specifi- 
cally advise marrying for 
money, radio commentator 
and foreign correspondent 
Kathryn Cravens aptly ob- 
serves: “If a diamond brace- 
let can satisfy a girl’s hun- 
ger, then marriage for money 
is the answer.”

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BOOK SCHOOLS IN TRANSITION 
OF THE Edited by Robin M. Williams Jr.

® In Schools In Transition (Univ. of North Carolina, $3), 
many similar cases are cited which point out that, where 
desegregation has been undertaken, it has been far more 
successful than most people expected. A report in book 
form, Schools In Transition is the second volume pub- 
lished from the research of 45 scholars who studied 
school desegregation in 24 “southern exposure” communi- 
ties in Arizona, Ohio, New Mexico, New Jersey, Indiana 
and Illinois prior to the historic Supreme Court ruling 
last May. The research was financed by the Ford Foun- 
dation’s Fund for the Advancement of Education, and 
the book was edited by Robin M. Williams Jr. and Mar- 
garet W. Ryan, two native southerners. 


@ The authors expressly point out that the book is not 
intended as a guide to desegregation or integration, but 
it very easily could be used as one. It details the experi- 
ence of the 24 communities in changing from a bi-racial 
to a single school system. And it provides a preview of 
the problems which the Deep South still must face in 
obeying the Supreme Court’s desegrezation ruling—if the 
Deep South is willing to look and to learn. It is indeed a 
completely objective and well-balanced report.—H.W-F.
